Shru bs fu rnish one of the mo3t ef­ 
fective aids in 
mak ing 
the 
Farm- 
Home-Beau tifu l, bu t to get the best 
effects from them they mu st have good 
care, which Inclu des intelligent pru ­ 
ning, after they are planted. 
Pru ning, whether it be pinching ou t 
the bu d or sawing off a limb is simply 
cu tting away one part of a plant for 
the betterment of what is left, yet the 
majority of amateu r growers seem to 
think 
that 
pru ning and destru ction 
are synonymou s terms, instead of be­ 
ing the su rest way of improving the 
bu sh and forcing it to produ ce finer 
foliage and 
flowers, 
and 
more of 
them. 
Each class of shru bs has its own 
req u irements 
bu t 
the 
grower who 
learns a very few general facts will 
mak e no mistak e as to what these re­ 
q u irements are. 
For instance the lilacs that bloom 
in May produ ce the flowers at the tips 
of branches that grew the year be­ 
fore—in fact the bu ds are stored away 
in the 
branches 
du ring 
the 
fall 
months. 
As this fact is eq u ally tru e of 
all 
early-flowering shru bs anyone giving 
the matter consideration will k now, 
withou t being told, that cu tting the 
branches back in the spring is cu tting 
off the bu ds. 
The same bit of k nowledge mak es 
eq u ally evident the fact that shru bs 
of this class shou ld be 
pru ned 
im­ 
mediately after 
blooming, 
to 
force 
them to send ou t new branches in time 
for the wood to ripen and the bu ds de­ 
velop before the end of the growing 
season—ready for opening the follow­ 
ing spring. 
On the other hand, hardy hydran­ 
geas and most 
other 
fall-blooming 
shru bs produ ce their flowers on wood 
of that year’s growth and shou ld be 
pru ned very early in spring to force 
new lateral branches to develop, and 
give plenty of “tips” to produ ce blos­ 
soms.

Watch a shru b as It 
grows 
and 
blooms u ntil Its habits are k nown— 
whether It blooms on wood formed 
the year before or whether wood and 
blooms are produ ced the same year, 
and no other k nowledge is needed in 
order to k now the right season for 
doing needed pru ning. 
When the q u estion of 
how 
often 
and how mu ch a shru b shou ld be cu t 
back comes u p widely differing an­ 
swers are given: Some saying “A lit­ 
tle every year,” and others advoca­ 
ting severe pru ning at longer inter­ 
vals bu t, In the experience of the 
writer the condition of each Individu al 
shru b has seemed to Indicate, plainly, 
when any cu tting Is needed and how 
mu ch. 
Sometimes there are heavy, woody 
branches that need cu tting ou t enti­ 
rely and mid-su mmer is a good time 
for this 
work .becau se

are more easily detected. 
If a shru b is not too densely wood­ 
ed and is in good form with plenty of 
blooming points there is no need of 
pru nihg every year, bu t a watchfu l 
eye shou ld be k ept on them and any 
branches that tak e from the beau ty 
of the bu sh removed as soon as fou nd.

A few calves will occu py bu t little 
stable room and will req u ire bu t little 
additional food and attention. 
We can mak e no greater mistak e 
than to compel them to su ffer day 
after day fighting flies In the blister­ 
ing su n. 
Some dairymen k eep their cows In­ 
side du ring the worst part of the fly 
season, allowing them to ru n ou t 
nights. 
After a ru n ou t in the pastu re they 
are pu t in the stable in the morning 
and it is dark ened so that the flies 
will remain ou tside. 
A 
little 
green 
forage fed 
while 
they are k ept inside du ring the day 
and the loss in milk and flesh is re­ 
du ced to a minimu m. 
Few dairymen can afford to with­ 
stand the losses that are du e to the 
fly pest. 
It is claimed by good au thorities 
that In some cases an animal loses 
more than a pint of blood each day 
and su ch losses and su ffering mean 
that they can retu rn no profit at the 
pail when they are handled in this 
manner. 
In nearly every dairy section flies 
cu t off from 30 to 40 per cent, in the 
receipts of the creameries. 
No dairying section can afford to 
stand su ch severe losses. 
Until we find some fly repellant of 
lasting q u alities we mu st avoid losses 
from this sou rce by k eeping the ani­ 
mals where the plagu e will be re­ 
du ced to a minimu m. 
The scientific work of handling the 
fly problem shou ld be encou raged u n­ 
til in du e time we are in a position to 
handle the q u estion. 
If we can plan to Keep all bu t one 
side of the stable dark ened the flies 
will not bother the calves or cows as 
badly as when there Is no light at all, 
for they will fly toward the light and 
get lost and not be able to find the 
stock after flying toward the light. 
When we stop and consider the in­ 
timate relationship between the com­ 
fort of the cows and calves and their 
milk and growth we will not hesitate 
to do all in ou r power to improve 
their condition du ring fly time.

Must Keep the Roads Dry. 
The most important thing in 
the 
bu ilding of roads is to prevent or less­ 
en the ravages of water; yet no fea­ 
tu re of the work is so neglected as 
this. 
Many road su pervisors seem to 
give no consideration to the q 'u estion 
of the drainage, and the resu lt is a 
regu lar *u d block ade du ring several 
week s or months of the year. 


The conversion of potatoes into 
a 
dry, concentrated meal, 
su ccessfu lly 
accomplished by a Pru ssian process 
described by Consu l T. H. Norton, not 
only prevents loss from decay, bu t re­ 
du ces the cost of transportation. 
In 
Germany potatoes are mu ch u sed for 
feeding domestic 
animals, and 
the 
loss from decay amou nts to abou t 11 
per cent, eq u ivalent to a valu e of 
$28,500,000 annu ally. 
The new pro­ 
cess is claimed to be simpler and more 
effective than nu merou s earlier ones 
brou ght ou t by an offer of $6,000 in 
prizes. 
The potatoes are washed in 
a large vat, passed into a mashing 
machine, pu mped into a resrvoir, and 
then fed between two hollow cylinder 
of perforated plate covered with linen 
filtering cloth, the interior of each 
cylinder being connected with an air 
exhau st. 
The pressu re of the cylin­ 
der and the air su ction remove most 
of the water. 
The residu al mass is 
tak en by a helical conveyor to small 
cars, which pass throu gh a hydrau lic 
press, removing more liq u id, and la 
then transferred to a revolving dru m, 
heated at one end by steam pipes and 
cooled at the other by water. 
Stirred 
by prongs in the dru m, the driq d po­ 
tato emerges as coarse meal. 
This 
has a q u arter of the original weight 
of the tu bers and occu pies an eighth 
of the space, it smells and tastes lik e 
fresh bread, and analysis Bhows it to 
contain 80.69 per cent 
of 
carbohy­ 
drates, 11.50 of water, 3.73 of protein, 
2.06 of ash, 1.71 of fiber, and 0.31 of 
fat. If desired, the meal can be com­ 
pressed into 
compact 
cak es. 
The 
residu al liq u id contains

and 
dissolved salts, 
and, first 
yielding 
abou t 2 per cent of albu men, is u sed 
for irrigating farming land.

nou ses, 
well 
su nned and aired, proper food, exer­ 
cise and cleanliness and prompt atten­ 
tion to birds who seem indisposed, will 
often prove effective in check ing what 
otherwise might tu rn to be a very se­ 
riou s epidemic. 
Remove 
all 
sick 
fowls from the rest of the flock and 
see that all conditions are correct for 
preventing the spread of the disease to 
other members of the flock . 


Tall Building for Bees. 
The tall bu ilding idea is fou nd to 
be su ccessfu l with bees as with city 
folk . Many beek eepers claim that bees 
swarm becau se they have not enou gh 
room for their work . 
Swarming is 
the bane of the beginner in the indu s­ 
try. 
It will be fou nd that a colony 
can be started ou t with a single story 
hive. 
As the season advances a sec­ 
ond story can be added. 
Then a 
third and on u ntil the capacity of the 
hive will be abou t 50 pou nds. 
This 
method has been tried with su ccess 
by beek eepers of experience.

San Fran cisco.—In 1823, du rin g a 
rev olu tion in Peru , 
a 
n u mber 
of 
wealthy residen ts of Lima chartered 
a brig of 300 ton s, to harry to Spain 
their property in mon ey an d jewelry , 
an d a large qu an tity 
of 
mon astic 
plate. 
It is said that 
there 
were 
dou bloon s to the v alu e of two million 
sterlin g, an d a v ast su m in plate. 
Bu t after the treasu re was on board, 
an d when its own ers came down to 
the beach, they fou n d the v essel gon e. 
An En glishman , a lieu ten an t in 
the 
Peru v ian n av y , hearin g of the in ten d­ 
ed flight, had gon e on board with a 
chosen ban d, an d had cu t ou t the 
brig within hail of a Peru v ian man -of- 
war. 
He steered right across the Pa­ 
cific, an d in cou rse of time reached 
the Marian n e Islan ds, where the treas­ 
u re was bu ried. 
A cou rse was then laid for Hon olu lu . 
Bu t before reachin g this port qu ar­ 
rels broke ou t amon g the pirates, an d 
the lieu ten an t, with his two officers 
an d a cabin boy , hav in g set fire 
to 
the v essel, got in to a boat an d left 
the crew. 
On e of the officers 
was 
mu rdered an d thrown ov erboard be­ 
fore the boat reached Hon olu lu . There 
the party represen ted themselv es as 
the su rv iv ors of a shippin g disaster. 
The lieu ten an t, before leav in g Lima, 
had been in lov e with a lady , the wife 
of a Peru v ian officer, who was slain 
in the rev olu tion , an d before takin g 
an y fu rther steps with regard to the 
treasu re, decided to sen d for her. The 
cabin boy was dispatched as his emis­ 
sary to Lima, bu t on his arriv al there 
he was seized an d thrown in to prison , 
an d the lady refu sed to hav e an y thin g 
fu rther to do with a man whom she 
sty led a detestable pirate. 
The lieu ten an t an d his sole remain ­ 
in g compan ion thereu pon chartered a 
small fore an d aft schoon er, the Swal­ 
low, 
comman ded 
by 
on e 
Captain 
Thompson , 
an d 
proceeded 
to 
the 
Marian n es for the treasu re. 
Thomp­ 
son tried hard to get a charter for a 
specified port or ports, bu t the lieu ­ 
ten an t in sisted on a broad charter, 
In clu din g an y or all the Marian n es. 
On e ev en in g, when they were in 
sight of the islan ds, the lieu ten an t, 
who was sittin g on the lee rail chat­ 
tin g with his compan ion , was, it is 
con jectu red, tipped ov erboard by the 
latter an d disappeared. 
The u su al 
alarm was raised, bu t the lieu ten an t’s 
body was n ev er recov ered. 
Thompson , from certain scraps of 
con v ersation which he had ov erheard, 
hav in g su spected the object 
of 
the 
v oy age, ov erhau led the dead lieu ten ­ 
an t’s effects, an d amon g them fou n d 
» a chart of the islan d on which the 
treasu re was hidden , bu t 
with 
the 
n ame omitted. 
Soon afterward he 
sighted an other brig, with the master 
of which he was acqu ain ted, an d they 
arran ged to search for the treasu re 
an d div ide it between them, giv in g the 
su rv iv in g pirate a share on con dition 
that he con sen ted 
to poin t ou t the 
spot, bu t with a threat if he did n ot 
do so he wou ld forthwith be han ded 
ov er to the Span ish au thorities. 
At a con certed momen t, the pirate 
was seized by both captain s an d the 
con dition s n amed. 
He n odded. 
They 
asked him if he wou ld in dicate the 
situ ation of the treasu re. He n odded. 
They asked if this was the ’•islan d, 
poin tin g to the n earest of the grou p. 
He again n odded. 
They in v ited him 
to step in to a boat which had been 
lowered an d gu ide them to the treas­ 
u re.
